The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water
Board) has reviewed the November 2011-February 2012 monthly, October-December 2011
quarterly, and January-December 2011 annual monitoring reports submitted by the Carlsbad
Municipal Water District (District) in accordance with Monitoring and Reporting Program No.
2001-0352.

The San Diego Water Board identified the following violations of Section B (Discharge
Specifications) of Order No. R9-2001-0352: .

1. The daily maximum effluent limitation for manganese was established at 0.06 milligrams
per liter (mg/L). This value was exceeded on the following occasions:

Consequently, the San Diego Water
Board is not planning to take any further enforcement action regarding the manganese effluent
violations noted above at this time.
